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lyir.  W.  B.  Mercier  stated  in  1914  of  the  cotton  situation  that    "The  destiny 
of  the  cotton  farmer  is  largely  in  his  own  hands.    When  he  begins  to  employ  judg- 
ment, demands  his  rights  and  shows  a  capacity  for  looking  after  his  own  affairs, 
others  will  be  more  inclined  to  come  to  his  rescue." 

Education  is  a  gradual  process  .    The  outcome  of  these  early  suggestions  gravis 
into  greater  importance  when  the  farmer  under  the  guidance  of  Dr,  Bradford  Khapp 
practices  "Reduction  of  cotton  acreage  and  crop  diversification." 

Producing  more  cotton  on  fewer  acres,  with  an  increase  of  well  bred  livestock 
will  place  the  banks  behind  the  farmers  and  prove  beyond  a  doubt  that  progressive 
agriculture  is  firmly  established  throughout  the  South.

The  Alabama  Experiirent  Station  is  raking  full  investigations  into  the  methods 
of  poisoning  boll  weevils.    Throughout  the  South,  experiments  indicate  that  each 
application  of  the  poison  costs  $1  per  acre. 

The  Marketing  Specialist  from  Washington  City,  L.  T.  Wells,   states  the  hog 
sales  and  shipments  from  Geneva  county  for  the  year  "beginning  July  1,  1918  and 
ending  June  30,  1919,  were  500  carloads,  bringing  about  $1,000,000.    The  pig  club 
boys  of  this  county  also  held  a  big  auction  sale  of  one  hundred  pure-bred  pigs 
for  $2,000. 

A  dozen  Jersey  bulls  have  been  purchased  in  the  Selrra  section  at  $350  each 
for  the  dairymen  in  the  clubs.
